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Living with a KX1

I have had a K1 from Elecraft for several years and have 
enjoyed it. At this years Dayton hamfest the building bug bit 
again (oh, the smell of solder) and I purchased a KX1. This 
article will serve as a comparison with a K1 and my 
experiences with the KX1. Impressions have been substituted 
for bench measured results in this article and are based on 
operating the KX1 two or three lunch hours a week for the last 
two months and the K1 for two years.

DIFFICULITY to Build KX1 and K1 — I would rate both kits 
as difficult enough to not be recommended as a first kit 
because of the soldering skills required. The KX1 requires a 
lot of care and patience in placing components and clipping 
leads close to the circuit board so it can all fit together when 
completed. As shown in the following photo it just fits 
together with a tolerance of less than 1/16”. Elecraft technical 
services, as always, helped with the only problem that I had, a 
microprocessor that came un-programmed from the factory. 


WEIGHT for each unit with key, battery, ear phones and 
built-in antenna tuner, KX1 — 14.3 oz, K1— 2lb 5 oz. 
Comment - KX1 is for use outdoors away from the home 
environment. If you are a backpacker this weight difference is 
significant. The complete station including radio, key, phones, 


28 ft antenna, dental floss for raising the antenna, begs for 
holding rock throwing weights, a 16 ft counterpoise, extra 
batteries and a 1.11b waterproof carrying case (as shown 
below) is only 2lb 6.50z. 


RX COVERAGE for the KX1 with 30 meter module is 5.0 to 
9.5 (40Meter), 8 to 12.5 (30Meter) and 12.0 to 16 (20Meter) 
and for the K1 with a 4 band module 7.0 to 7.11 (40Meter), 
10.08 to 10.19 (30Meter), 13.99 to 14.10 (20Meter), 20.0 to 
21.11 (15 Meter). Comment — The full band coverage of the 
KX-1 is nice, allowing the checking of WWV, CHU and other 
propagation indicating stations. 


TUNING for the KX1 — Steppy (100 Hz per detent) or is very 
slow (10 Hz per detent) and for the K1 — Smooth tuning but 
not the range of the KX1. Comment — After two months it 
still bothers me hear the tone stepping in pitch as I tune across 
a CW signal. A tuning rate in between the two options could 
satisfy the perceived problem and still tune fast enough. 


ANTENNA TUNER KX1 - Switched L network with 3 
inductors and 3 capacitors, K1 — 4 inductors and 5 capacitors 
are used in the antenna tuner. Comment — The K1 antenna 
tuner will match down to 1.1 VSWR where the KX1 may get 
the VSWR down to only a 1.8, which is still ok. The K1 
seems to match some loads that the KX1 cannot, however over 
my limited experience the difference does not appear to be 
that great. The manual antenna tuning available in the KX1 is 
also very useful for out-of-band shortwave stations. 


TX POWER Output KX1 - 1.2 watts on 6 AA cells, 3.5 
watts on 13.8 volts K1- 3 watts on 8 AA cells, 5.5 watts on 
13.8 volts. Comment — Power output difference should not 
be significant in making QRP contacts. 


RECEIVER Comment Side by side comparisons on the 
same antenna could not detect any difference at all in 
receiving weak signals. KX1 appeared to overload (even with 
the RF gain turned down) when I could use the attenuator on 
the K1 to reduce distortion. 


AUDIO OUTPUT Comment The very sensitive earphones 
recommended by Elecraft for the KX1are a necessity and just 
loud enough at full volume for my poor hearing where the K1 
has more than enough audio for any situation. 


KEY FEEL KX1 - Elecraft’s KXPD1 key designed for the 
KX1 works but does not have a good solid feel and can not be 
adjusted. On my K1 I use a Palm Mini Paddle sold by 
Milestone Technologies that has a good solid feel that can be 
adjusted. 


DISPLAY KX1’s LED display will operate in the cold and 
darkness. K1 has a LCD display that operates poorly in the 
cold and requires external lighting in the dark. 


SUMMERY I will keep the KX1 even with its limitations 
because I am willing to give up some of the features such as 
the noise blanker to keep the weight to a minimum. I would 
like to see an option for 25 Hz tuning steps with a display only 
to the nearest 100 Hz, optional 80-Meter coverage (even if the 
antenna tuner must be removed) and a better key or a Mini 
Paddle version for the KX1. 


Low Earth Orbit (LEO) Net 


The 9 AM LEO Road and Weather Group has moved to the 
147.27/87 WL7CVG Mt. Susitna repeater with a + split and 
103.5 Hz tone. Remember to check your tone encode and 
make sure it is set to 103.5 Hz as that is the only tone the 
147.27 WL7CVG repeater will now accept.

The AARC Board met Tuesday, September 21, 2004 at Hope 
Community Resources Administrative Building, 540 West 
International Airport Road. In attendance were President Jim 
Larsen, AL7FS, Vice President Randy Vallee, KL7Z, 
Treasurer Steve Jensen, KLOVZ and Secretary Philip Mannie, 
KLOQW. Also in attendance were Directors Richard Block, 
KL7RLB, Lil Marvin, NL7DL, Jim Wiley, KL7CC, Steve 
Gehring, NL7W, George Wilkinson, KL1JJ, Mike O'Keefe, 
KL7MD, Judi Ramage, WL7DX and Jim Tvrdy, KL7CDG. 
Visitors Jesse Jones, KL1RK, Gordon Nightingale, 

KL7GN, Doug Stowers, WL7CDC and Fielder Dowding, 
KL7FHX were also present. 


A quorum being present, Jim Larsen called the meeting to 
order at 7:00 PM. 


Visitors' Forum 

Jesse Jones reported on the documentary he is preparing. He is 
seeking footage or still images of Amateur Radio participation 
in Fur Rendezvous and the Iditarod. His contact information:

Reports 

Secretary 

Minutes from the August 17, 2004 Board meeting were 
accepted. 


Election Committee 

Philip Mannie reported for the Election Committee Chair that 
election ballots had been submitted to the President. Jim 
Larsen reported that the ballots would be printed, addressed 
and mailed by the newsletter publisher by October 1, 2004. 


Treasurer 

Steve Jensen reported that taxes had been prepaid on some 
$15,000 restaurant income form last year and that accounts for 
restaurant income were being prepared. He went on to state 
that no income had been received so far from the restaurant 
this year. $1,223 from last month's gaming income has been 
deposited. 


Steve also mentioned that Heather Hasper, KL7SP, was 
working with him in matters relating to the treasury. 


Accounting for payments to the VE software developer from 
non-gaming income is not yet complete. 


Richard Block added an opinion that non-gaming income 
expended to further our essential Club functions was not 
taxable. Richard and Steve will meet to discuss fine- 
tuning our accounting software to reflect both gaming and 
non-gaming income and expenditures including written 
reports to reflect sources and use of funds. 


Jim Larsen reported that he and Steve would meet this month 
as the Finance Committee to review Club investments. 


Gaming 
There was no formal report. 


ARES 

Philip Mannie reported on upcoming ARES activities, 
including Anchorage EOC training October 9, and JOTA, 
October 16. 


VEC 
Jim Wiley reported that VEC operations were proceeding as 
usual. 


Old Business 

State Fair Special Event Station Jim Larsen reported on the 
State Fair Special Event Station; Corliss Kimmel, AL1G 
accounted 1,607 contacts including 64 countries and WAS. 


State Fair Wrap-Up 

George Wilkinson reported on the State Fair operation. Jim 
Larsen commented that the effort was very worthwhile. Judi 
Ramage suggested that it was a success and recommends that 
the Club participate and expand its activities next year. George 
went on to say that next year's expenses should be less and 
commented on the large number of expired licensees attracted 
to our display. Judi Ramage moved to participate in the 2005 
State Fair, which motion was approved by the Board. 


Susitna Repeater 

Jim Wiley reported that the replacement equipment was 
successfully installed, thanks to John Lynn, KL7CY, and 
Steve Gehring, NL7W, but that the standby UHF system still 
has problems. He proposed that one of the Grubstake repeaters 
be installed in its place while the local Kenwood shop repairs 
the original under warranty. Jeremy Lansman, KYES, and 
Procom will cooperate in the transportation of the replacement 
units. The Board instructed Wiley to proceed with the 
replacement. 


The AARC Board thanks all involved with the planning and 
installation of this important and useful installation. 


Grubstake Repeater 

Jim Wiley went on to report that most of the Grubstake 
repeater hardware has been delivered. He will begin rack- 
mounting the equipment. Roughly $500-600 in additional 
equipment is needed, but he anticipates that Arctic Com will 
be able to place the hardware by November. 


Richard Block inquired about the arrangement with Arctic 
Com; Wiley reported that a power and space agreement was in 
place at $100/month to become active when the 

equipment is installed. Wiley also agreed to prepare a 
newsletter article about the repeaters. 


Jim Wiley also reported on a trip to Talkeetna where he 
investigated lapses in repeater coverage. He suggested that 
range extenders could be established to fill communication 


gaps. 


Alternate Gaming Coordinator 


Jim Larsen reported that a name has been suggested to fill this 
position. 


501C3 Filing 

Jim Larsen and Steve Jensen met with the Club attorney and 
they anticipate her response by September 30. She suggested 
that we should file our newly approved corporate 

documents with the state as soon as possible. 


Garage Landlord Discussions 

Jim Larsen met with the Garage owner and agreed that electric 
power and light issues needed to be resolved, along with plans 
for covering the trailer storage areas. George Wilkinson is 
heading up this project for the Club and will review plans. Jim 
Wiley mentioned that the wall between his area and the Club's 
still need to be planned and constructed. Jim Larsen and 
George Wilkinson will meet to discuss the details. 


Generator Electrical Safety 

Philip Mannie was directed to head a committee to review and 
recommend necessary upgrades or possible replacement of the 
unimproved AARC power/tower trailer. Jim Wiley, John Lynn 
and Steve Gehring were appointed to the committee. 


Generator Cover 

Jim Wiley reported that the generator cover for the 
unimproved power/tower trailer remained incomplete and that 
volunteers were needed to complete the job. He estimated 
that about 20 more hours' work would be required. 


VE Software 

Jim Wiley reported that he had met with the programmer to 
discuss needed changes to the software as well as a 
maintenance contract. The maintenance contract was expected 
to involve roughly 2 hours monthly at $60/hour. He also 
reported that the NCVEC and FCC were happy with the 
software and that work continues on its development and 
implementation. 


Honors 

Jim Larsen proposed that an honorary Club Life Membership 
be granted to two of our members. These are to be presented 
at the October General Meeting. The motion passed. 


KL7AA Call Use Approvals 
The Board approved the use of the KL7AA call for JOTA, 
October 16, 2004. Logs will be submitted to the Trustee. 


Repeater Spares 

Jim Wiley suggested that spare parts be procured for the 
Susitna and Grubstake repeaters. The Board directed Wiley to 
compile a list and cost for Board approval. 


MARA Grant 
The Board directed Jim Larsen to ascertain the status of a 
grant of $887 in 2001. Jim will report back to the Board. 


Pt. MacKenzie Tower 

It has been reported to the Board that antennae and heliax will 
need to be removed from the tower. John Lynn has been 
directed to head up this project. 


2004 Christmas Party 

Jim Larsen asked the Board if changes were desired to the 
annual Christmas Party or if reservations should be made at 
the Royal Fork South for December 10, 2004. Judi 

Ramage was directed to secure reservations if possible. 


December Club Meeting 
The Board has elected to hold a General Membership Meeting 
Friday, December 3, 2004. 


Garage Tower 

The erection of an antenna tower at the CCV garage was 
discussed. Richard Block suggested that we should have a 
compelling reason to start a new capital project at this 

time. Jim Wiley mentioned that the code practice repeater 
might be located at the garage. Jim Larsen tabled the matter 
for a later date. 


Connex Cleanup 

Jim Larsen is seeking volunteers to assist in the cleanup of the 
Club connex located at the Airport Heights Fire Station. The 
project is tentatively scheduled for a weekend day. Send email 
to jimlarsen2002@alaska.net to volunteer. 


New Business 

2005-2006 Operating Budget Steve Jensen reminded the 
Board that a 2005-2006 operating budget needs Board 
approval for submission to the membership at the November 
2004 Meeting. Steve submitted a proposed operating budget. 
Randy Valle moved to accept, subject to amendment at the 
October Board meeting. The proposal passed. 


There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 
9:58 PM.

With the technology of today making radios so much smaller 
and lighter than yesterday's models, it is now easier than ever 
to take a QRP rig into the wild. While Jim, AL7FS, will say 
HF QRP is the way to go, I have had remarkable experience 
with 2-meter VHF and more specifically IRLP (147.21/.81 


MHz, 97.4 Hz PL). 


A recent 3-day expedition in the Chugach found me hiking 
alone with just a 2-meter HT. In the evenings I would set up 
camp and immediately turn on my radio. Almost instantly I 
was sharing the details of my adventures with KC2EGP and 
WD8CQB (Jim and Tom in Rochester, New York). Within 
minutes there were a half dozen hams in the U.S., Canada and 
England listening to my stories and asking questions about the 
Alaskan Frontier. This routine continued through the duration 
of my trip, at the same time and same reflector each evening 
until I was safely home. To this day these two guys ask me 
when and where I'm going on my next trip and if I'll have my 
radio with me. 


These contacts not only provided company for me on my solo 
trek, but it also gave a few lonely guys in New York dreams of 
Alaskan adventures. The next time you are camping, take a 2- 
meter HT with you and see who you are able to reach.

ACWN encourages other operators around the state 
of Alaska to participate and will gladly exchange WX 
and signal reports if nothing else...just to keep the pipe open. 
Will handle legal 3rd party written traffic to anywhere, even to 
e-mail addresses if specified. Working CW speed is regulated 
to suit the operator receiving... 

If other nets have traffic they can't move, send 'em down to 
ACWN! "Listeners" on the ACWN watch frequencies 
probably won't hear anything unless they call with traffic or 
just call for a signal check/report which will be gladly 
supplied to anyone if we can hear 'em at all.

This system also features a UHF side, operating on 
443.300, + 5 MHZ standard shift, CTCSS 103.5 
Hz. You transmit on to the repeater on 448.300, 
and listen on 443.300. 


The UHF and VHF sides are cross-linked. You can 
transmit on either VHF or UHF, and be heard on 
both sides simultaneously. This also means that if 
you have a dual-band set, you can monitor yourself 
to see how your signal is doing through the 
repeater. Remember to keep your mic and speaker 
separated and the volume low or you will get 
feedback howling. 


Transmit power for both bands is 10 watts to the 
antenna.

One man’s Technique 
Karl Heimbach, W5QJ 


I recently received this information from Karl and 
thought it was so good that I asked for his 
permission to add it into the club newsletter. I hope 
you also enjoy it. al7fs 


This technique will allow you to add high quality 
panels to your homebrew projects. The paper I used 
is made by Kodak and is used to print digital 
photos. You can get it at Walmart, Target, or via 
the internet. It is a glossy paper that is formulated 
to take ink from inkjet printers. It is fairly stiff in 
construction and has a hard shiny surface. 


NorCal SMK-1 Transceiver 


I printed the templates on that paper and after they 
dried, I trimmed them to fit the front and back 
panels. I then used push pins to afix the templates 
to a piece of cardboard (be sure to place the push 
pins in the areas that you are going to trim). 


I used a photo matte spray made by Krylon and sold 
at Hobby Lobby, Michaels, and other craft stores to 
spray a couple of light coats over the templates. 
This spray is used by photographers to spray 
photographs that have been matted. It is clear and 
keeps the lettering from rubbing off if you should 
touch it. 


After the matting spray dried, I turned the front and 
rear templates over and sprayed them with a couple 
of light coats of Duro brand spray adhesive (also at 
Walmart). At the same time, I sprayed two light 
coats on the front and rear panels. After they dried 
for about 5 minutes, I very carefully stuck them 
together. Be sure that you have them aligned 
properly, ‘cause after they stick, you can't get them 
apart. 


NorCal SMK-1 Transceiver 


Leave them alone for about 15 minutes, and then 
get a rag with a little paint thinner on it and very 
carefully wipe any overspray of the adhesive off. 
Be sure not to get the thinner on the edge of the 
labels. After a half hour, take an Exacto knife with 
a new blade and from the back side of the panels, 
cut out the holes. 


When you are finished, the edges of the panels may 
need dressing up. Use a very fine file (9" second 
cut mill bastard is what I used) to bevel and dress 
up the edges. The file needs to be sharp or it will 
fray the photo paper. 


When you are happy with the trimming, just 
reassemble. 


Sounds like a lot of stuff, but really very easy. 


You can also use transparency film as used for 
overheads as was done on the SMK-1. It works far 
better with a laser jet printer than an ink jet type. 


On the NC-20, since I was using transparency film 
meant for a laser jet and printing on it with an ink 
jet, the lettering was not quite as sharp as I would 
have liked. That is why I used the photo stock 
instead for that project. 


If you use transparency film, you'll need to paint the 
panels before applying the film. Otherwise, the 


bare aluminum will show through.
